Restored to Entry. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 


Engineer Newell, who has returned 
from the Coast, the progress made by 
the engineers of the reclamation serv- 
ice in California is most gratifying. 
Work on the Yume project has con- 
sisted principally in making plans and 
estimates on canal lines. As early as 
August 27, holders of 75 per cent. of 
the area of the present lands below the 
canals and inside the levees had signed 
the contracts necessary prior to adver- 
tising for bids for construction. When 
all the lands subject to the Reclama- 
tion Act, for instance, the Indjan res- 
ervation, are included, this percentage 
will be nearly sufficient. 

Surveys are being made by Horse 
Fly and Clear Lake reservoir sites and 
& topographic survey of Klamath Riv- 
er near Reno, where it is possible to 
lower the channel and drain the lower 
Klamath region. A determination of 
the area of irrigable lands and surveys 
will be rapidiy pushed, in order to de- 
termine the possibility of the project. 

“During August, J. C. Clausen of the 
reclamation service, who has charge 
of the Owens Valley project, completed 
an examination of all small mountain 
lakes along the eastern side of the Si- 
erra Nevada range, tributary to Owens 
Valley. The most promising of these 
have been surveyed sufficiently to com- 
pute the capacities of reservoir sites. 
A mep of irrigated lands in the val- 


of making a distinction between lands 
with sufficient water supply and those 
with insufficient supply, and a study 
is being made of a large percentage of 
land that, through irrigation, has be- 
come swamp or alkal!. 

Another inspection was made of 
Long Velley dam site. As the use of 
this reservoir site is entirely depend- 
ent upon bedrock conditions, a thor- 
ough exploration with a diamond-dril! 
machine will be made. If the reservoir 
is found feasible, a detailed survey will 
be made in the valley. It is believed 
this project would supply water to

RESTORED TO ENTRY.

The reason timber lands are to be 
turned back to the public domain is 
because they are isolated tracts, lo- 
cated among lands now in private ow- 
nership. It would not be practicable 
to reserve them without reserving the 
edjoining private lands, and this pol- 
icy is not favored. 

In restoring these lands to entry, the 
Interior Department is adopting a new 
policy. These and all other lands 
hereafter restored to entry will become 
subject to settlement immediately, but 
Wis be advertised for ninety days be- 
fore they become subject to entry. 
This is ‘to give everyone an equal 
chance to the newly-opened lands and 
to prevent anyone getting unfair ad- 
vantage. An exact description of the 
land is withheld from the public for 
the time being, but will probably be 
given out in a few days.

THE VERY LATEST. 


WAR NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—During the 
scarcity of news from Mukden atten- 
tion has again reverted to Port Ar- 
thur. 

According to the Morning Post's 
correspondent, two of the Russian 
forts the Japanese are said to have 
occupied in the vicinity of Shiushi- 
ying are Nantsal and Chang Klatun, 
and their value to the beseigers con- 
sists in the former being close to the 
Antushan forts and the latter to the 
Dragoe Hill forts, the object of the 
Japanese being to thrust a powerful 
wedge into the gap between the east- 
ern and the western fortifications 
throug which the railway passes to 
Port Arthur from the north. Antu- 
shan overlooks this gap and though 
the Japanese failed to penetrate it 
sufficiently in the assault of three 
weeks ago, the persistency with which 
they returned to the charge is held to 
prove that the taking of the gap is as 
essential to the Japanese plan of cam- 
paign as it was a decade ago. 

A mass of more or less reliable re 
ports emanates from Chefoo and else- 
where. According to the Daily Mail's 
Chefoo correspondent, the Japanese at 
Port Arthur have mounted additional 
guns on positions captured in the last 
assault. An attack from the sea, the 
correspondent says, is now less effec- 
tive, owing to the continual high angle 
fire having seriously affected the 
heavy guns of the blockading fleet. 

The correspondent at Tien-tsin of 
the Daily Telegraph says that Jap- 
anese gunboats have left Yinkow pre- 
liminary to a renewed, and, it is said, 
a final attack on Port Arthur. 

The Daily Telegraph's Chefoo cor- 
respondent says that Japanese of- 
ficiai circles thought that the fall of 
Port Arthur would be coincident with 
the Mikado’s birthday, November 3, 
but that they now admit it has been 
postponed until spring. 

“Tt is significant,” the correspondent 
adds, “that winter quarters are being 
prepared at Dalny. When Newchwang 
is frozen Dalny will be the main base 
ef operations.’ 

NOGI'S NEW SCHEME. 

It is reliably stated that Gen. Nogi, 
in command of the Japanese forces 
about Port Arthur, is preparing a 
new scheme of attack, involving an 
assault not upon the whole line but 
upon the commanding positions, it he 
int essential to speedily secure more 
forts in order to enable the Japanese 
to hold their present advantage. 

Foreign correspondents and at- 
tachés are under strict supervision 
anc are not allowed to witness impor- 
tant movements. A Russian merchant 
named Kratz escaped from Port Ar- 
thur and was captured by the Japa- 
nese. Afterward he was liberated 
and was told by the Japanese officers 
that he was fortunate in escaping 
because a heavy bombardment was 
imminent. 

The Daily Telegraph's Shanghai cor- 
respondent, cabling under date of 
September 20, says: . 

“A general attack from three points 
on Port Arthur was resumed yester- 
day, tne fleet codperating.” 

From the numerous conflicting 
statements in the newspaper dis- 


patches it is impossible to get an idea 
of Port Arthur's resources in ammu- 
nition and food. It Is alleged that for- 
eign refugees are purposely given sup- 
plies of good clothes and in order 
to deceive the outside world. 

No additional news has been re- 
celved here regarding the position of 
affairs at Mukden. 

The correspondent says that all of 
the valuables from the Chinese Yamen 
at Mukden have been sent to Peking.

BUDDHIST PILGRIMAGE DISTURBS 
SOME RUSSIAN PAPERS. 


Success of the British Expedition | 

to Thibet Evidently Points Out that 

This is a Good Time to Call At- 

tention to Doings in Depths of 

Mongolia. |

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 21.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.}] It is rather significant 
that. with the success of the British ex- 
pedition to Thibet and the protest of 
Russia against the British-Thibetan 
treaty, some of the Russian papers 
hee suddenly become greatly disturbed 
over the importance of the Buddhist 
pilgrimage to Mowran in February. 
According to information, which has 
been drifting eastward from the depths 
of Mongolia, the agitation for a holy 
war, noted at the time of the pirim- 
age of Ourga, in July last, continues. 
Wandering Llamas are spreading the 
agitation, not only among Buddhists in 
Mongolia, but among the followers of 
Buddha in the Alta regions of Central 
China; among the Russian Burtats and 
even beyond the Siberian borders and 
in India. 
According to reports at Ourga, there 
is a general agitation among the Budd- 
hists in favor of freeing -themselves 
from the domination of China, some of 
them favoring the removal of the Dalia 
Liama to Northern Mongolia, and en- 
tering upon a holy war for the estab- 
lishment of a Buddhist kingdom, while 
others advocate appealing for the pro- 
tection of Russia. 3 
What effect the British expedition and 
the deposition of the Dalia Liama will 
have on the movement is the subject 
of much speculation. The Journal de 
St Petersburg says it is very possible 
thrt the February pitgrimage may 
compel Russia to attach serious atten- 
tion to the situation. 
“We may expect developmente of the 
greatest import,” the paper adds, “and 
should be prepared for any eventuality.” 
DECLINES TO DISCUSS IT. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


TONDON, Sept. 21—The Foreign 
Office here declines to discuss the Rus- 
sian communication respecting the 
Thibetan treaty. Russia is seeking to 
establish whether the public version of 
the treaty is correct; and, if so, she wil] 
lodge a formal protest at the British 
Foreign Office, as announced from St. 
Petersburg yesterday, and energetically 
object to its ratification and recogni- 
tion by other powers. 

It is claimed by the British Foreign 
Office that it is essential that Great 
Britain should have guarantees for the 
faithful performance by Thibet of the 
obligations incurred as a result of the 
expedition, and it is again asserted that 
the permanent occupation of Thibet is 
not intended. ”

Mrs. Kravtchenko Recounts 
Dire Experiences.

Says ‘Fortress Will Never 
Fall Into Japs’ Hands. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED 


CHEFOO, Sept. 21, 7:30 
Asiatic Cable.] Mre. Anna Kravtchen- 
ko, the English wife of a Russian 
armny officer, who arrived here the 
night of September 17, with Lieutenant 
Prince Radzivil, from Port Arthur, is 
the first woman to run the blockade 
from the Russian stronghold since the 
Japanese increased their vigilance to 
prevent egress from the port. 

Her trip was rendered extremely per- 
llous becatdse she came out with the 


Prince and his companion, Lieut. 
Christoforoff, who carried messages 
from Lieut.-Gen. Stoessel, the com- 


mander at Port Arthur, to Kouropat- 
kin. Both these officers were disguised 
and had they been captured by the 
Japanese they certainly would have 
been executed. 

Mrs. Kravtchenko was 80 worn out 
and exhausted by her adventure that 
she was unable to see the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press until to- 
day. In an interview she spoke to 
him as follows: 

“We ieft Port Arthur at 8 o'clock the 
night of September 15. There was a 
good ewind and the moon was bright. 
We were successful in avoiding the 
danger of the first Japanese biockading 
line. We came up to the second line 
when the moon was under a cloud. 
Searchlights were flashing on all sides, 
but our junk was not discovered. 

“We suddenly discovered’ ourselves 
close to another junk with a Japanese 
crew on board. presumabiy were 
pirates, but we outsailed them and 
drew away. 

“At 6 o'clock the next morning we 
faw a steamer coming in our direction. 
She had the appearance of a cruiser, 
and I was terribly frightened. When 
we saw the cruiser Prince Radzivil 
and Lieut. Christoforoff went below. 


1 stretched myself out on deck and 
covered myself with! blankets. Chinese 
were lying at my feet and at my sides 
and for nearly an hour, a:(hough near- 


ly smothered, I kept my posjtion. I 
never uttered a more thankful prayer 
than when | was informed that the 
steamer we had seen was a Red Cross 
vessel and that her captain had no In- 
tention of overhauling us. 

INSIDE PORT ARTHUR. 

“Wonderful things are being done by 
the staffs of the different hospitals at 
Port Arthur, who are assisted by ladies. 
There are thirty nurses for each thous- 
and patients. The ladies devote most 
of their time to the making of clothes 
for the soldiers. The laundry work is 
done by poor women and wives of en- 
listed men, The sick and wounded are 
thus kept supplied with clean clothing. 
The laundry work has to be done in 
dreadful heat. 

“There are no contagious diseases at 
Port Arthur, but many deaths are re- 
sulting from the bite of a large red- 
headed fly which feeds on the decom- 
posing corpses scattered over the bat- 
tlefields. A doctor who was bitten on 
the thumb by one of these files instant- 
ly severed that member. He then had 
his arm amputated, but not before the 
poison had reached his heart. The re- 
sult of the bite was fatal. ) 

“Every day tn the week the band 
plays at one of the hospitals. 

“The wounded men recover quickly 
from the wounds inflicted by Maxim 
projectiles and by the bullet of the 
Osaka rifle, but the wounds resulting 
from explosive bullets are awful and 
recovery is impossible. 

“The old town of Port Arthur ie al- 
most entirely wrecked. The streets are 


filled with holes made by exploding 
shells. The loss of life in Port Arthur 
from the bombardments has been re- 


markably small. Once I counted fifty- 
seven. Japanese shells fired at a Rus- 
sian battery, not one of which reached 
its mark. 

“The Russian garrison ts cheerful. It 
would be impossible to imagine a 
braver or finer set of men. They return 
from three days’ duty In the trenches 
with songs on their lips. Although 
many places in the ranks are vacant, 
all the men have unlimited confidence 
in thelr power to hold the fortress 
againet the enemy. 

“] dssure you,” Mra. Kravtchenko 
said in conclusion to the correspondent. 
“that I believe Port Arthur will stand 
Against the Japanese: I do not think 
the strenghold wil! fall.”

The difference between the parties 
radical and fundamental.

A revision of dyties should .be made 
only when conditions have so’ changea 
that the public interest demands their 
alteration, and they should be so re- 
Vised as to preserve and not destroy 
the protective principle. 

A revision and reduction by those 
who regard the tariff as a robbery 
must awaken serious apprehension 
among all whose capital ts employed 
or who are.engaged at labor in the 
various enterprises throughout’ the 
country, which depend in large mear- 
ure upon the maintenance of the pre- 
tective system. A revision of the 
tariff along revenue lines means the 
increased importation of the products 


of foreign manufacture which come 
into competition with our domestic 
prodyction. It means loss to. the 


wage earners and to Amer- 
ican capital:; This is, therefore, not a 
theoretical question which is presented 
to them, but is one of inmimediate and 
practical moment. It can be settled 
by them, and by them only. 

History abundantly shows the 
greatest industrial development of the 
country has occurred during the period 
when the protective tariff has been 
maintained, and that during this time 
labor has received its largest rewards 
and ‘capital has been most profitabiy 
engaged. 

COMPLETE VINDICATION. 

The development of the country 
during the last forty-four years is a 
complete vindication of the virtue and 
efficacy of a protective system Its 
benefits have been diffused through all 
sections of the country and among all 
our people. It has enlarged our home 
market until it has beaome the great- 
est in the world. This we should not 
unnecessarily surrender. We have be- 
lieved it to be a wise national policy 
to preserve the American market tor 
American producers and to secure to 
our workingmen an increased wage 
scale. 

In 1860 the value of our exports and 
manufactures Was $40,345,892. Twenty 
years later {it was $192,856,015. and laet 
year $452,445.629. The pretension of tts 
opponents that the protective tariff is 
inconsistent With the of our 
foreign commerce is thus denied by 
actual results. In considering the et- 
fect of the respective tariff policies of 
the Republican and ITvemocratic par- 
ties, we are fortunately able to con- 
sult past experience. What a revenue 
tarifY will accomplish we know, for 
we have hitherto seen how it has ar- 
rested industrial development and en:- 
barrassed enterprise to the injury of 
both labor and capital. Neither es- 
capes its blightine effects. 

Commercial reciprocity with foreign 
countries “consistent with the princi- 
ples of protection,” has long been one 
of the well recognized policies of the 
Republican party. The present admin- 
istration, in the face of serious "emvu- 
cratic opposition, secured a treaty of 
reciprocity with Cuba, which promises 
to give us contro! of a large share ot 
the commerce of that island. 

Both Presidents McKinley and 
Roosevelt attempted to negotiate ua 
treaty of reciprocity with Canada. 
That subject. together with the Alas- 
kah boundary and other matters, were 
submitted to a joint high commission 
for consideration; bu: the differences 
which arose between the American and 
the British commissioners with respect 
to the boundary made it impossible for 
the commission to agree “upon any of 
the remaming subjects submitted for 
its determination. 

The American commissioners desired 
to remit the boundary cispute to the 
two governments and to proceed with 
the consideration of a!'! other ques- 
tions. including reciprocity, but the 
British commissioners declined to pro- 
ceed further while the boundary re- 
mained undetermined. Subsequently 
the boundary commission was created 

nd the boundary line has been set- 
tled, but no agreement: has been 
reached for further consideration of 
the remaining questions embraced in 
the protocol. It is hoped that the twuo 


governments may be able to agree in 
due course to take up the subject of 
reciprocity with Canada accofding to 
the principles laid down in the Re- 
publican national platform.

PRESIDENT AND PANAMA. 

The President's course in Panama 
merits the most generous approval. He 
dealt with a delicate and difficult sit- 
uation clearly within our national 
rights in such a way as t6é make pos- 
sible the early completion of an 
isthmian canal, which has long been 
demanded in the interest of our com- 
merce and the national defense. 

He concluded the negotiations with 
Great Britain for the abrogation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. He negoti- 
ated a treaty with the Republic of 
Colombia for the requisite rights and 
franchises for the tonstruction and op- 
eration of a canal. Its ratification was 
contemptuously refused by the (wo- 
lombian government. Therevnon the 
people of Panama renounced their al- 
legiance to the parent government and 
declare 1 their independence. The Pres- 


ident. acting within the limits of his 
executive authority, and in confoerm- 
ity with well-established precedent, 
promptiy recognized their independ- 
ence. He ~negotiated a treaty with 
Panama, whereby the United States 


obtained the Necessary rights and fran-

Moreover, the English coloniat-povertn- 
ment has adopted a sort of system of 
encouraging fruit production and has 
assisted in some degree in increasing 
the production of oranges. Steamebips 
are faster and have better appliances 
for bringing the fruit here in good con- 
dition, consequently it can be left 
long@er on the trees and other changes 
have been wrought with reference to 
selling oranges’ here which will help 
materially in building up increased 
business. 

When the first shipments of 1904 fruit 
begin to come from California, Ja- 
maicas will then be tn their prime. Last 
seasoir the 60,000 barrels of Jamaicas 
was reatively too amall a quantity 
to count much against California's 
creat crop, but this season there wih 
be more than 100,000 barrels, or sub- 
atantiady 275,000 boxes, to come. Last 
year th: immense crop of California 
oranges caused very low prices to Be 
paid for Jamaicas. The duty is vir- 
tually $1 per box, which added to the 
fixed charges for picking, packing and 
transportation, creates practically pro- 
hibitive expense. There was little dis- 
position to buy Jamaicas last year. At 
no time did they reach the price paid 
for the firet shipments this season. This 
year it is different. ‘There was in- 
quiry for them long before any came, 
and these inquiries were partially re- 
sponsibie for the earvy arrivals. 

Just at the time when consumers 
are sated with other varieties the Ja- 
maica arrives, and with 
juice. Immediately orange lovers be- 
gin to buy ft and they continue buy- 
ing liberally as long as it lasts. Its 
season is generaDy from the Ist of Oc- 
tober until about Christmas. It is the 
principal reliance of fruit dealers for 
their Thankagiving trade. After sweet- 
er oranges begin,to come, such as Flor- 
idas and late-season Porto Ricos, there 
is a‘decreased demand for Jamaicaa, 
They are not poyalar for iong. They 
are too acid and sour. 

if California shipperea will be con- 
servative this year and will not send 
inferior fruit here to compete with Ja- 
maica fruit at its beet there will be 
fewer unprofitable sales, and buyers 
will not have prejudices against any 
fruit. A good deal of buying Is done 
in and about New York on looks alone, 
and well-colored, clean-fooking oranges 
will be ught when other grades 
wouid > passed by. Ii is wise to 
consider this phase of New York mar- 
keting when arranging for ihis year’s 
shipments. 

if business relatively as 
good as it has begun there need be 
no cause for complaint from anyone. 
Apparently the orange trade open- 
ing better than ever before, and ship- 
pers may reasonably expect a good 
the season.

ORDINANCE UNHEEDED.

WILL BUY BRICK. 
MILLION A MONTH NEEDED. 
After a short but strenuous executive 
session the Council yesterday afternoon 
agreed to adopt the City Engineer's 
rerommendation for the purchase of 
1,000,000 brick in the open market, to 
be used in the construction of the 

storm drains and outfall sewer. 

This determination was not reached 
until numerous objections from the 
political brickmakers about violation 
of contract and trust legislation had 
been encountered and overcome. 

Flint, Jeffries, Lawler, Youngworth 
and others, with a few out-of-the-way 
precincts yet to be heard from, argued 
that the city does not need 1,000,000 
brick at the present time, but that a 
few hundred thousand would do. They 
urged that their brick-making machin- 
ery would be in working order by Oc- 
tober 1, and that they would then be 
able to supply brick up to specifica- 
tions as fast as they could be used in 
the sewers. 

While all this was going on behind 
closed doors, Joe Simons, head of the 
Democratic brick-makin machine, 
wandered about the corridors wearing 
a large smile. The Democratic machine 
is said to be in shape to turn out brick 
of the quality required for use in the 
sewer. But the price—there's the rub. 

A year ago the Simons Brick Com- 
peny offered to supply brick that would 
not absorb more than 8 per cent. of 
water at 87.50 a thousand. But the 
price of semi-vitrified brick has sud- 
denly advanced. 

Mr. Simons expressed the opinion 
yesterday that the city could purchase 
the brick In the open market for $10 a 
thousand, but he thought the expense 
of hauling would increase this price 
at least $2 a thousand. 


' SOCIALISTS’ PETITION. 
WANT A PLACE ON TICKET. 


The Socialist party filed a petition 
with the Gity Clerk yesterday asking 
that it be given a place on the ticket 
for the coming municipa) election. 

A peculiar feature of the request 
is that it asks that the delegates to 
the lalist convention be selected by 
wards, instead of by precincts, as is 
the usual manner of electing dele- 
gates to city conventions, 

The Socialists do not want a large 
convention and have selected thirty- 
six as the number vof delegates de- 
sired. This would mean four for each 
ward of the city. As there are 105 
precincts in the city and thirty-six 
men would hardly go around, if the 
precinct plan were adopted. 

The legality of the petition was 
questioned and it was submitted to 
the City Attorney for an opinion. He 
had not reached any decision in the 
matter last night. 

According to the. political code, a 
party casting 3 per cent. of the vote 
at the preceding election is allowed 
to have a place on the ticket. 

In the general election the Social- 
iet party cast the required number 
of votes, but since that time there 
has been a municipal election at which 
the party was not represented, 

Whether this fact will debar_ the 
Socialists from a place at the com- 
ing city election is a question yet to 
be determined. 

The petition was signed by O. Sas- 
saman, president and Frank I. Wheat, 
secretary of the local Socialist party 
organization, 


For Change of Street Lines. 


William F. Anderson filed a com- 
munication with the City Clerk yes- 
terday asking that the proceedings 
for the proposed opening and widen- 
ing of Hooper avenue from East 
Thirty-eighth street, to the city lim- 
its be abandoned and set aside and 
new proceédings started. 

Anderson’ says that he owns 820 feet 
along the Street, and that he is not 
opposed to the opening, but wants 
the lines changed so as not to Inter- 
fere with his property. 

He @ays that if the city will grant 
his request for new proceedings, that 
he will pay all expenses that have 
been incurred for advertising and 
posting notices in connection with the 
opening of the thoroughfare. 


Skinner's License. 


Regarding the wholesale liquor 
license for his place at No. 118 East 
Fifth street, which was ordered re- 
voked by the Police Commission Mon- 
day, Ralph E. Skinner says the ordér 
was the result of a technical error of a 
city deputy. He says he obtained a 
permit and intended to take out a 
license commencing on October 1 but a 
deputy in the City Tax and License 
Collector's office, not understanding 
that he was not yet operating under 
the license, reported it uncollected with 
the result stated. He expects that the 
revocation order will be rescinded.

SENSATION SPRUNG IN CASE OF 
HASKIN ESTATE. 


District Attorney Advises Journey- 
men Butchers’ Protective Associa- 
tion There is no Way Whereby it 
May Sell Beer at Schuetzen Park 


On their “information and belief” two 
lawyers of this city have charged Mil- 
tcn K. Young, the Democratic poli- 
ticlan and attorney, with having 
stolen and destroyed a will. 

These burning charges were made 
in a contest filed yesterday in the Su- 
perior Court. The charges come from 
Clifton Axtell and W. H. Blakeley, at- 
torneys. 

The answer of Young to their charge 
is a sizzler. 

The row came up yesterday in a pe- 
tition asking for the probate of the 
will of Henry P. Haskin. 

Haskin died on the 9th inst., and a 
day or two later a petition for letters 
of administration was filed by Milton 
K. Young, alleging the estate to be 
valued at about $4960, and that there 
was no will in existence so far as was 
known, Now comes Clifton Axtell and 
W. H. Blakeley, attorneys, and file 
a petition for probate of a will which 
they aver was purloined, but a copy 
of which is embodied in the petition. 

The man over whose estate arises the 
trouble lived at his own home on Park 
Grove avenue, and the house and fur- 
niture formed the larger part of the 
property. In the alleged will it is pro- 


vided that his grandsons, Cc ton 
Haskin, aged 8; Fred, aged 11; Fred- 
erick Lee, aged 8; and his grand- 


daughter, Hazel, aged 8, should each 
receive the sum of $1 from the 
estate. Clifton Axtell, who is named as 
executor, is then directed to convert 
the estate into cash and divide it Into 
three equal parts. One-third is to be 
given to Mrs. Mary F. Walden. daugh- 
ter of the deceased-and two-thirds to 
his daughter-in-law, Jeannette B. Has- 
kin, im consideration of the care she 
bestowed upon her father-in-law for 
six years, and which he says he felt 
assured would continue to be bestowed 
upon him by her. 

That is all there is to the will, so far 
as the disposition of hie estate is con- 
cerned. G. Brainerd and W. 
Reed figure as the witnesses, and the 
document itself .* supposed to have 
borne date of August 8, 1908, when Mr. 
Haskin was 75 years of age. 

Attorney Axtell, who is the petitioner 
for probate, sets forth that the wil! 
after being made. was deposited with 
the Citizens’ National Bank, and on 
October 12, 19038, about two months af- 
ter the alleged will was made, a peti- 
tion was filed to have Mr. Haskin de- 
clared an incompetent, and he was so 
deciared by the sepris on October 2. 
Mrs. Mary F. alden, the daughter, 
being appointed guardian. ; 

Then Attorney Axtell proceeds to 
say that from information and on be- 
lief Milton K. Young at some time 
or other procured the will from the (it. 
izens’ National Bank, and, as it is be- 
lieved, destroyed it.

We brought suit to set aside 
the conveyance and the court declared 
the conveyance to be fraudulent. Axtell 
and Blakeley were both tn that care.

. A UGURIES OF VICTORY. 


- During the past few weeksa quiet 


canvass has been in progress in vari- 
ous States, under direction of the Re 
publican National Committee, for the 
purpose of ascertaining, so far as 
possible, the trend of political senti- 
ment. According to the preliminary 
reports from these State polls, which 


/ have covered all parts of the country, 


“the sentiment of the West ts. over- 
whelmingly Republican.” This state- 
ment is given out from Republican 
mational headquarters, and it may 
doubtlessly be relied upon as cor- 
rect. 

The reports also indicate that the 

minds of voters are already made up, 
to a remarkable extent. There is 
little doubt of the correctness of this 
indication. The unanimity with which 
Republicans all over the country fa- 
vored the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt 
to succeed himself as President, 
showed with a tolerable degree of ac- 
curacy that he will receive the full 
vote of his party at the polls. There 
are no factional fights in the Repub- 
lican party, nor are any such contests 
probable. Our opponents, on. the 
other hand, are as “a house divided 
against itself.” Although they may 
ery “peace, peace!” there is no real 
peace in their ranks. There is bitter 
hatred between the different factions 
in their organization. This is bound 
to make itself manifest, in spite of all 
efforts to preserve an appearance of 
harmony on the surface. There is no 
doubt whatever that many of the so- 
called Bryan Democrats will vote for 
Roosevelt; that many of the conserva- 
tive Democrats will vote the same 
way; that other Democrats—the ex- 
treme radicals—will vote for Watson 
or Debs. Under these conditions, the 
outlook for Mr. Parker is, to say the 
least, rather dubious. 
Does anybody suppose that William 
J. Bryan, who is ostensibly “support- 
fug” the candidacy of Judge Parker, 
is doing so with any degree of sincer- 
ity? Prior to the nomination of 
Judge Parker, Mr. Bryan denounced 
him and the clique of politicians by 
whom he is surrounded, in terms of 
the bitterest hostility. For years, 
Bryan has denounced ex-President 
Cleveland and Democrats of his type 
as enemies of “the real thing’ in 
Democracy, of which Bryan claims to 
be the true representative. Is it to 
be supposed that Bryan and those of 
his kind could so suddenly change their 
political views?

The object of the incor- 
poration is “to put an end to the ex- 
istence of gangs of street hoodljums, 
lawless organizations of foreigners, 
stop the carrying of concealed weap- 
ons, and to protect women from insult 
and annoyance by rowdies.” The 
members have been appointed dféputy 


sheriffs, and it is proposed to secure 


special police powers for them. Men 
of intelligence and standing are to be 
encouraged to join the organization, 
but only men of this class will be eli- 
gible to membership. 

This is a righteous crusade against 
the vicious class to be found in all 
large cities. If there had not been ur- 
gent necessity for the organization it 
would not have been called into exist- 
ence. As an aid to the enforcement of 
law and order, it may, and In all prob- 
ability will, become of great value to 
the community. It is not exactly on 
the order of the Vigilantes, who did 
éuch thorough and effective work In the 
early history of California, but the 
work which it proposes to undertake is 
akin to that undertaken with so much 
success by the Vigilantes. The-atter 
organization was a virtual necessity of 
the early California days, as the “Citi- 
zens’ Protective League for Law and 
Qrder” is apparently a necessity In 
Brooklyn.

and not until] that fact was established 
was he declared elected. 

Moreover, The Times’ publications 
had the effect of fercing from the lips 
of Houghton, alias Howton, a confes- 
sion that he was naturalized under 
the name of “Arthur Howton,” that he 
is the same man that in the past 
operated in Chicago as a hypnotist, 
a “hypno-electric” artist, according 
to his letterheads; and that he has 
now assumed another name, viz., “Ar- 
thur D. Houghton,” changing his for- 
mer “professional” name by acing 
the “D” and spelling the last name 
“Honghton” instead of “Howton.” 

Certain former residents of Denver, 
Colo., who are now in Los Angeles, 
claimed to bave recognized in Arthur 
‘D. Houghton the same man who, a 
few years ago, did hypnotic “stunts” 
in that city under the name of “Prof.

ARRIAGE AND 
DIVORCE LAWS. 


MEXICAN STATUTES RECOGNIZE 
ONLY CIVIL CONTRACT. 


Marriage Indissoluble Until the 
Death of One of the Parties—Lega! 
Age Fourteen in the Man and 
Twelve in the Woman—Marriage 
May be “Suspended.” 


The following interesting and in- 
structive analysis of Mexico's mar- 
riage and divorce laws was made by 
Judge Y. Sepulveda of the City of 
Mexica and published in the Mexican 
Herald.

The wife musi tive with her busband, 
and the latter give maintenance to the 
former, even though she has not 
brought property to the marriage. The 
husband must protect the wife and she

The husband is the 


letal representative of the wife, and 


| generally she cannot act without his 


iermal content. 

The rights of husband and Wife as to 
preperty, litigation and alimony are re- 
gulated by other articles of the Mex- 

‘ican law; the main ones being that 
the husband cannot convey any part 
of. the community property without the 
| consent of the wife, the deed being 
/null and void without such consent, 
| The wife cannot acquire property, nor 
convey her separat® property nor bind 
herseif in regard to it without the per- 
; mission of her husband, unless he is 
under legal disability, or is sick, or 


pose of her property by will without 
oonsent of her husband. 

The nullity of the acts of the wife 
based on the lack of marital or judicial 
permission, cannot be availed of ex- 
cept by her. or the husband or the 
heirs of both. If the husband has 
ratified, expressly, or tacitly, the acts 
of the wife no one can bring an ac- 
tion to declare the nullity of said

DIVORCE. 

Havilizk given a succinct statement 
of the main features of the law of 
marriage in Mexico, we will endeavor 
to render a synopsis of the provisions 
of the divorce law. 

Divorce may be defined as the dis- 
solution or partial suspension, by law, 


The frequent inquiries and consulta- |

Ne have induced me to give a brief 
statement of the main conditions at- 
tending the subject. 


Marriage is broadly defined to be the 


of the marriage relation. This suspen- 
sion may be more properly termed a 
legal separation, without absolute di- 
vorece. Marriage being a legal rela- 
tion can only be dissolved by legal 
authority. The relation once formed 
the law holds the parties to varwus 
rights, duties and obligations. It is a 
relation for life, and the parties cun- 


contract, eivil status, relation or insti- | nét terminate it by virtue of any con- 


tution, of one man and one Woman 
united in law for life, for the dis- 
charge to each other and the community 
of the duties legally incumbent on 
those whose association is founded on 
the distinction of sex. The Mexican 
law defines marriage to be legal as- 
sociation of only one.man with only 
one woman who unité themselves by 
an indissoluble tie to perpetuate their 
species and to aid each other in bear- 
ing the burden of life. 

As stated, in Mexico the marriage is 
indissoluble till the death of one of 
the parties, permliting only a tempor- 
ary separation for tne causes author- 
ized by law, without allowing either 
of the consorts the right fo contract 
a new marriage while they both live. 

The jegal age to contract a marriage 
is 14 1n the man and 2 in the woman, 
though the political authority may 
grant a dispensation of the said age 
in exceptional cases and for serious 
and well established causes. But the 
children of both sexes who are not 
21 years of age cannot marry with- 
out the consent of the father, or in 
his default, that of the mother, even 
if the latter has Iintermarried a sec- 
ond time. In default of the parents 
the consent of the paternal grand- 
father is required, and in his default, 
then that of the maternal, and in 
the absence of both that of the pa- 
ternal grandmother, and in her de- 
fault, that of the maternal. In the 
absence of parents and grand parents, 
the consent of the guardian must be 
had, and in his default the judge of 
the first instance must give his con- 
sent. 

A marriage_between foreigners, out- 
side of Mexican territory, if valid ac- 
cording to'the laws of the country 
where it was solemnized, is recognized 
by the laws of Mexico; but a marriage 
solemnized abroad between Mexicans 
or between a Mexican and 4 foreigner 
will not be given recognition if the 
Mexican citizen has violated the pro- 
visions of the Mexican Civil Code as to 
impediments, capacity to contract mar- 
riages or consent, required of the said 
ascending relatives. 

In an urgent case, which will not 
allow applying to’ Mexican authorities, 
the nearest Mexican minister or Consul 
may grant the dispensation of impedi- 
ments. Within three months after the 
Mexican citizen who has had his mar- 
riage solemnised abroad, has returned 
t» his country, the entry of the mar- 
riage ceremony shall be transfered to 
the records of the civil registry in the 
domicile of the Mexican consort. 

As in all civilized countries the re- 
quisites of a valid marriage are, con- 
sent, legal ages and that the solemni- 
zation be in strict conformity with 
the Mexican law. 

"Lhe law designates. certain disquall- 


fications which inhibit marriages, as 
those contracted between ancestors 
and descendants of every degree, 


brothers and sisters of the balf as well 
as of the whole Dilood, uncles and 
nieces, or aunts and nephews, guar- 
dian and ward, unless in this case-dis- 
pensation is obtained, and only when 
the guardianship accounts have been 
legally approved. Other minor cases 
are also. set forth. 

' The procedure preceding the solemni- 
zation of the marriage Is subsiantiai- 
ly as follows: The parties Intending to 
marry appear before the judge of the 
civil registry, each attended with two 
Witnesses to establish the facta as tu 
their competency toe’ marry; the Judge 
tiven enters their (¢(fhristian and last 
names, profession und domicile, as 
well aa those of their parents; the per- 
mission of the person whose consent ia 
demanded, if necessary. or the proof 
that it is net required, is then pro- 
duced: if any of the parties have been 
previously married a certificate of the 
fact that the consort Is dead must be 
presented. The judge being. satisfied 
that the parties have the capacity to 
marry... copies of the judge's entry: 
must be posted in two conspicuous 
paces for fifteen days. The highest 
political authority of the place where 
the marriage is to be solemnized miy 
on application dispense with the pos:- 
ing of notices, on good cause, urge 
being established. It requires six 
months residence at the place where 
marriage is to be contracted to avoid 
publication for fifteen days at the pre- 
vious place of residence of the par- 
ties: and if either party has not ‘144 
a fixed residence during the previous 
six months, then the publication is had 
at the designated places for tw4 
months instead of fifteen days. In case 
of danger of death of either party, thin 
shall be deemed a sufficient caus: for 
dispensing with the posting, provided 
iwo medical experts, if there be any, 
shall establish the fact. Tue time of 
publication haVtng elapsed, and three 
more days, if there be no impediment 
interposed by anyone, the judge desig- 
nates the place, day and hour for the 
solemnizgation of the marriage.

three witnesses, Who may or may not 


be relatives, and having receivel the | 


fomnal declaration of the partion that 
it is their will te be united in mar-

The rights and duties pertaining to 
the marriage state, which the Mexican 
law prescribes , are: 


tract they make unless the legal 
authorization sanctions it. 

In Mexico the marriage is indissolu- 
ble, while both parties live. but the 
law may grant a legal temporary sep- 
aration. The divorce does not dissolve 
the marriage tie but only suspends 
some of the civil obligations of the 


parties, and not permit the mar- 
riage of either consort with any otner 
person. 

Some of the most important grounds 
of divorce are; adultery, desertion, ex- 
treme cruelty, failure to support, in- 
corrigible intemperance or incorrigibie 
gambling. 

If husband and wife ask for a sep- 
aration from bed and board, it can only 
be effected through the intervention 
of the court. No separation can be 
applied for until the lapse of two years 
from the solemnization of the mar- 
riage. The application being lodged, 
the judge cites the parties to a meet- 
ing before him, and it is his duty to 
try and reconcile them to harmony. 
Should he be unsuecessful he then ap- 

roves any agreement that may have 

mn entered into between the parties 
with the modification he may deem 
proper, the attorney for the people be- 
ing heard and carefully guarding the 
Tights of the children and of third par- 
ties. After a month has elapsed from 
the first meeting, on the application of 
either party, the judge cites them to 
another meeting in which he again 
exhorts them to live together, and fall- 
ing in his efforts he decrees the sepa- 
ration. The parties at any time by mu- 
tual consent may agree to live again 
together, 

Divorce can only be applied for 
within a year after the facts on which 
the complaint is founded, have come to 
the knowledge of the agrieved party. 
If there has been a condonation ex- 
press or implied no divorce can be 
esked for. Condonation in the. sense 
veed here, Is the conditional forgive- 
ness or remission by husband or wife 
of a matrimonial offense Which the 
other has committed, constituting a 
cause of divorce. 

After t filing of the complaint; or 
before in an urgent case, the judge 
may order,-pending suit. a temporary 
separation, provide for the custody of 
the children and that of the wife if 
it is alleged that she has given cause 
for divorce, may order alimony for 
the wife and children and give such 
other orders pertinent to the case. 

The law provides, after the divorce, 
for the custody and guardianship of 
the children. The separate property of 
the parties reverts to each, and the 
wife ia unable to and 'itigate 
concerning it without permission of 
the husband, provided she has not 
given cause for divorce. In all divorce 
casea the hearing is had with closed 
doors and always with the attendance 
of the attorn for the people. The 
marriage entry is annotated with the 
date of the decree of divorce and the 
rame of the court granting it. é 

Aside from the action of divorce 
there is In Mexico the action to declare 
the nullity of the marriage, based upon 
special causes set forth in the law. 
This action can be instituted by either 
of the consorts or by any ore else who 
has an interest in establishing’ that 
there ia no marrtage at all. The action 
for nullity may also be instituted at 
the instance of the judge or the at- 
torney for the people. —

THE RIGE OF GALVESTON. 

The Gaiveston News of September 1 
contains A synopsis of the commerce 
of the port of Galveston for the trade 
vear just closed, It shows the bieck- 
ing of many records. Galverton’s tots) 
cotton receipts for 1903-04 were 2,406,- 
071 bales, compared 2,095,070 bales 
for 1902-03. . 

The Texas cotton crop for 1903-04 was 
411,288 bales, and of this amount Gal- 
veston handled 88.2 per cent. During 
the preceding year Galveston hanidled 
79.9 per cent, of the total Texas crop. 

Gaiveaton’s bank clearings for the 
year just closed were $445,585,000 com- 
pared with $413,185,000 for the previous, 
year, showing an increase of £52. 008. 608. 
In exporta Galveston ranks st as « 
eotton port, second [n cotton seed prod- 
vets. firet In wheat, third in total 
stock. 
During the past yeor Galveston ad- 
vanced from her rank as eighteenth 
among all ocean and gulf ports to 
thirteenth place, in imports, @ total 
value of freight passing over the Gal- 
veston wharves during the past year 
exceeded the half-billion mark and 
amounted to $644,734,044, showing an 
increase of $96,823,327 over the preced- 
ing year. The total value of foreign 
goods handied on the wharves during 
the past year, including. imports tn 
pond and imports transehipped to tn- 
terior cities, was $2,870,718,— compared 
with a valuation of $2,840.984, for the 
preceding year. Galveston’s exports to 
toreign countries during the past year 
were Valued at $144,997,988, compared 


with a valuation of $104,121.087 for the 
preceding year. Galveston has for years 
had an exporting business much larger 
than any other port in the United 
States when a comparison of popula- 
tion fa taken into eonsideration., Dur- 
ing the past vear, 
co.ton, valued at $116,638.461, were ex- 
ported to foreign ports through Ga)- 
veston, compared with 1,705,872 bales, 
valued at $74,168,931 fer the preceding 
year. Galveston has sixty-one lines of

The raising of 
the grade of the city is now under way. 
The govern st has contracted for 
the extension of the county seawall 
from its present terminus at Thirty- 
ninth street to Fifty-third street. The 
total length of the wall when the gov- 
ernment extension is completed will be 
a little more than four miles, Galves- 
ton has a conimission form of govern- 
ment. authorized by special.act of the 
Legislature after the 1900 storm. “The 
first act of the commission, in con- 
junction with the County Commission- 
ers, was to provide for the building of 
the seawall and the raising of the 
grade of the city. The county of Gal- 
veston undertook the construction of 
the seawall and the city took charge 
of the grade raising.

| awed bonds to the amount of $1,500,000 


and the city proposes to issue bonds to 
the amount of $2,000,000 to cover the 
expenses of grade raising. To aid in 
raising the grade of the city the State 
Legislature donated the State ad- 
valorem taxes and a part of the occu- 
pation and poll taxes collected in Gal- 
veston county for a period of seven- 
teen years. ‘The money thus donated 
by the State is to be a trust fund for 
the purpose of aiding the city in pay- 
ing interest and sinking fund on the 
$2,000,000 of grade-raising bonds. It is 
estimated that 11,243,900 cubic yards of 
filling will be required to raise the 
grade of that section of the city soutn 
of Broadway to Thirteenth street and 
Thirty-ninth street, respectively, and 
east of Thirteenth from the bay to the 
gulf. The contract for the filling has 
been let at $2,080,746, and is to be com- 
pleted early in 1907. The raising of the 
grade wil! necessitate the raising 
2156 houses. The system adopted to 
make this filling is to dig a canal just 
inside of and along the seawall, after 
which dredges will come into the canal 
and discharge pipes to various portions 
of the city. This sand will be taken 
from the Galveston channel Detween 
the jetty walls in the bay, thus deep- 
ening the channel. The territory to be 
filled embraces private property as well 
as atreets, sidewalks, and alleys. A 
special tax is levied on all city proper- 
ty to pay interest and provide a sink- 
ing fund for the retirement of the 
bonds. This tax, with the donation of 
taxes from the State mentioned, fully 
protects the bondholder.

ne WILDLY TO 
‘PARADISE CAMP. 


ORE RICH IN COPPER CAUSES 
EXCITEMENT. 


Scores of Excited Prospectors 
Staking Claims — Enlarging the 
Old Holbrook Shaft at Bisbee to 
Six Compartments Operated to 
Depth of Five Hundred Feet. 


(RPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.! 

BISBEE (Arfz.) Sept. 19.—Some new 
and very rich discoveries have been 
made at Paradise Can} in the Ghin- 
cahua Mountains, near the southeast- 
ern corner of Arizona, on property 
owned by George Walker, Ed L. War- 
burton and J. Larrieu. A fourteen- 
foot vein of silver lead ore has been 
struck. Another report is that the ore 
runs about 40 per cent. lead and 7 per 
cent. copper, and that these G@gures 
are maintained clear across the ore 
body, developed to a width of twenty 
feet. High offers are already being 
made for the property, W. C, Greene 
having an expert already on the 
ground, and the adjacent territory has 
been staked off into claims by scores 
of excited prospectors. 

At a depth of 1200 feet a diamond 
drill working on the Pittsburg anda 
Duluth property, at Bisbee, has: passed 
into a strong body of good copper ore. 
The development company will at once 
proceed to sink a shaft into the ricn 
ground. 

STRIKE COPPER ORB. 

A fine body of sulphide copper ore 
has been struck on the 1200-foot level! 
of the Calumet and Arizona mine at 
Bisbee, the deepest working on the 
property. The company has just paid 
another quarterly dividend of $1.50 a 
share, which marks up a_ total of 
$1,300,000 returned to the shareholders 
since the organization of the company 
in 1901. At Douglas, the Calumet and 
Arizona smelter is at once to be 
doubled in size, not necessarily to In- 
crease production, but for the securing 
of a duplicate plant to avoid a possi- 
bility of shut-down In case of acci- 
dent to machinery or furnaces.

SIXTY LOCAL PLAYERS UNITED 
FOR ONE CONCERT. 


These Men, Uncer Cann’s Director- 
ate, intend to Show the Town that 
Home Talent May Make an Ellery 
Fyrore When Properly Grouped in 
Sufficient Numbers. 


Eight months ago, when the city 
Was a-fever over the magnificent mu- 
sic of Ellery’s Band, some of the home 
musicians, hurt in their souls because 
the flattering public attention had 
never been paid them, sent up the 
mighty cry, “Give us a Chance!”

This exquisite gem was endeared to 
the hearts of Los Angeles people by 
Ellery’s artists, and was a familiar 
number at their concerts. Thank 
heaven that no one asked for the 
gorgeously sensuous “Lucia” sextette! 

The selection of Cann as director is 
a tribute to the worth of the inde 
pendent musician. Cann first sprang 
into prominence some years ago, when 
his determined stand against the 
tyranny of _ the “musical unton” 
brought him many bitter enemies 
among the sheep of the totem fold. 
Since then he has come steadily for- 
ward. 

Said two representative musicians, in 
speaking of musical conditions: “Our 
homes are here, and all our interests, 
and while we do not depreciate the 
endeavors of any other body of artists, 
we do believe that our own town 
should have a chance to hear what 
we can do as players, when we are 
allowed sufficient numbers. Twenty 
men are not going to make as much 
of a show as fifty, no matter how 
talented they may be.”

Is Change Required? 

Men and women in civilization retain 
many of the primitive instincts of an- 
imais, children and savages, and these 
get on quite well with what they are 
accustomed to day after day, and 
never worry because they cannot do 
something tomorrow which did not oc- 
cupy them yesterday. Without going 
further back than a century, our fore- 
fathers got on very well with the min- 
imum of change in their habits; they 
did not often take holidays for a 
change; they lived and. died at a gvod 
old age without having worried them- 
selves in seeking changes of scene. 
Old people’s chances of life are in- 
creased by steady living in the same 
manner, and change would be the 
most likely thing to kill them. Wom- 
en, in spite of their being the mutabie 
sex, whose lives have a greater actuai 
value than men’s, desire and take 
change less than men do, 

In short, the lower you go In the 
scale of general intelligence, culture 
and refinement, the less desire of 
change is found. Imperturbable same- 
ness and not change is their ideal of 
pleasure and gives them most satis- 
faction. This is the explanation of 
their restricted range of eating and 
drinking. What are delicacies to peo- 
ple of the more cultured classes are 
disgusting to them, and if they are 
offered to them are refused with the 
most perfect fastidiousness ever to be 
met with in matters of the table. In- 
deed a complete change of diet would 
be completely abhorrent to anybody, 
and this is equally true of the change 
of occupation which we call holiday- 
making.—({Saturday Review.
